The proiiabh* eslablishmeut of ti fast 
line uf steauishiiicj direct between New 
York and Kio .f.-meiro under the aid to 
nijiid and fre |Uent ocean mail service 
to lie granteil by coiigi-e->s, m ac -ord- 
aiice with the recoinmend.itions of the 
Pan-American conference, will, he says, 
enable the Brazilian-, to vi-'t the world's 
Columbian extiosiiion at Chictigo with 
<i '111 tort and at a very great saving 
of lime and that he doubts not the op- 
poriunity will be eiiibiticed by- thou- 
sands.

»V \'-HiN-<JT()\, Aug. 8.— The house 
yesterday adopted a resolution calling 
on the postmaster general for copies of 
the a.tcreements for the trHiisixirtation 
of mails between the United Sttite.s and 
foreign countries, the conditions uiion 
whicii the awards are made and the 
rates of payment for the s«<rvice. 

Consideration of the general deti 
ciency bill in committee of the whole 
was then proceeded with.

CoLtTKBiTM, O., Aug 8.— The crop re- 
port of the Ohio state board of agricul- 
ture, giving the condition of crops up 
to Aug. 1, has just Ix eii issued. The 
condition of wheat, <-onipared with a 
full average, is put at 77 per cent., the 
liverilgp date of liiirve'-t bein;^ .Inly H. 

The report says: ' The pieseiit i.-iiort 
indicates a ilecline of six points in the 
wheat prospect since the esiimaio of 
July 1. The result of tlireshing has 
lieen .1 di.-^appoint men' to farmers in 
most secti lis of the slate The yiirld is 
le.t .-o Kieat as wa'- a' ticipated from the 

apiiearaiu f (he growing gr:iiii. .Many 

c<irres(Hindenis report the whetil yield 
at from a qu trier to a third less than 
WHS expei ted. Reports Ot foU Of fslr 
yield are very few. ' 

While no e-timat« was askid this 
month for corn, ctirrespondents. in their 
general remarks, refer to corn being 
biidly inji.iieil and a poor proHjM'ct. The 
iudicatioii> aie that only from tl'.* to 7.5 
pi-r lent, ot a full crop can be e.vpected. 
Oats Were badly injured by biight or 
rust. The crop is Very short jiiid not of 
prime quality.

THE FEDERAL ELECTION BILL. 

A Sabatltate to the Lodse aiU Keportae 
to the Seaato. 

Washisoton, Aug. 8. — Mr. Hoar, 

from the committee on privileges and 
elections, has reported to the senate a 
substitute for the Federal election bill, 
and Known as the Lodge bill, which 
passed the hou»e on the V!d of last 
iii iiith. The substitute varies from the 
Lodge bill in some imi). .rtant particu- 
lars. The more importan' ino<litication8 
and changes are as follows; 

The army at the polls section of the 
Lodge bill or rather that section which 
in eifect incorpcrales the army at the 
jKiUs. Section of the revised st.-itute in 
this bill is omitted from the senate com- 
mittee's bill. The certificates of elec- 
tion of members of congress issued by 
the stiite lio.ird of canvassers, which 
under the house lull are to be accepted 
by the clerU of the house, under the 
senate committee bill, may be contested 
and are subjeci to hnal adjudicatimi Ije- 
fore I'nited .States circuit court judges. 
The house to house visit clause for the 
purpose of verifying rei;istry lists, iu 
the liou.se bill, IS omittetl from the sen- 
ate committee bill and United titatas 
marshals are not psrmltttd to sdset 

jurys. 

The penalties for crimes which iwly 
be committed under the penate bill, 
with the exception of briliery, are all 
made misdemeanors instead of felonies, 
as under the house bill, and the peual- 
ties are correspondingly lighter. It is 
understood that the amended i-ommitfee 
bill does not meet with the approval of 
all the Kepublican niemlH-rs of the com- 
mittee, soveral of them lii'ing dissatis- 
fied with some particular, tliough un- 
imjioriant. fi-atiires of it. They hope, 
though, to secure still further modifica- 
tions before the measure is put upon its 
final passage in the senate.

Frank and J. Janus 
Wood in reference to ihe city's anbacrii- 
tioii to the M Hnd B S R. ('oinpaiiy, 
aud that the Kuatantora hi>d no luitliei 
report to make in the matter. They weie 
anxious to have a full settloment hut the 
railway company refused to issue cert if^- 
cateeof atoek and thev were unaiiie u< t 
the company to do anything. Mr. Wood 
aaid this was not the proper way for tbe 
uuarantors to aet They had received fr m 
tbe city $60,000 with the ezprvas uudt- r- 
standing that all that was left after ae- 
curing the rinht of way would he re- 
funded. The guarantors owed it to them- 
selves aa wall aa to tha people to make a 
statement showing just what had been 
done with tiie money.

And the new charter was rejected. On 
motion of Mr. Fitsgerald, tha Traas- 
nrer waa directed to pay Hob. W. H. 
Wadsworth and I. W. Robertson, Esq , 
$400 for writing the document. It has 
coal tha dtgr doaa oa to $600, and 
tha people have only a worthless piece of 
paper in latara. Mr. C. B. Rearce, Jr., 
moved that the maaibers of council pay 
tbe $400 fee maationed above. Presi- 
dent Cox aaid ha was willing to pay bis 
portion of it, hot daelarad tka asokion 
out of order. 
Council then adjourned.

London, Aug. 8.— Although neither 
Lord Dunraven nor CardiniJ Manning 
hM ngniAed hia wllllngne« to aot m 
arUtnttor in th* labor troobles at Car- 
diff, it is beliercd that both will be 
adced to do M br bothjpartie* in the dis- 
pute, and that tMj wiU aoo*pt the in- 
vitation. 

All traffic on the railways and docka 
at Cardiff has I)«eu stoppea. The rail- 
way directors are making fresh over- 
tares to the men. 

Ben. Tillett, the labor IcinltT. ad- 
dressed an iniinense meeting of union 
men in the public square at Cardiff last 
evening. He counselled the men to re- 
n«in Urm, but to refrain from violent 
demonstrations, which could only have 
the effect to weaken their cause. 

Already there are tsigns that the di- 
rectors of the companies are disposed to 
oompromiae on a basis of half what the 
men demand, hut in the inuttnr of the 
abaolnte exiluMion of non-union men, 
tlie principal demand of the employes, 
the directors are still firm in their re- 
fusal to accept dictation or to depart in 
the sliglitfHt (If'Xi'ee from their resolve 
to engage wliHtsovttr class of men they 
may choose to employ.

The guilotine 
and the liaiigniau's rope do not compare 
in point of c ■Id-blooded barbarism with 
the acliievemeni.^ of inijdern science in 
an ill-starred attempt to belter the 
deeds of Jack Keich." 

The Times says: "It is impossible to 
imagine a more revolting eAUioitlon. 
We fail to see that electrical execution 
holds out a prosi>ect of definite tpiin in 
the direction of humanity." 

The standard says: "The execution 
will send a thrill of indignation through 
the civilized world. The s<.-ene may be 
described as a disgrace to our common 
humanity. The demoralizing ertect of 
the scandalous scene uiK»n the jieople of 
America cfu I lot be overestimated, they 
having latterly dev eloped a craze for in- 
human levity.'"
